WASHINGTON (AP) - Depu- 


ty Secretary of Defense David 
Packard says Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. will be given interim fi- 
nancing to keep the giant C5 
cargo plane and other military 
projects going. 


"We've been helping them out 


and We'll continue to help them 
out until we get a final solu- 
tion," Packard told newsmen 
Monday. 


He said the payments will be 


made pending a decision on 
Lockheed's urgent appeal last 
week for $641.2 million. But the 
interim aid will be "very small" 
by comparison, he said.

there are two major alterna- 
tives for a final solution to Lock- 
heed's "severe financial crisis" 
— award substantial interim fi- 
nancing or negotiate a final 
over-all 
settlement of Lock-

three other weapons programs. 


Bankruptcy, Lockheed reor- 


ganization and merger possibili- 
ties are also possibilities but 
have not been fully explored, 
Packard said. They "do not, at 
this time, appear tq offer, very 
attractive solutioiWrtb the prob- 
lems," Packard added. 


Regardless of the final deci- 


sion, Packard said, significant 
financing must be provided "If 
the government Is to obtain the 
vital products 
we currently 


have under contract." 


He said he has asked Lock- 


heed to supply specific details 
on its short-term money needs. 


Final solution would require 


congressional 
appropriations, 


Packard said, but "what we 
need for the next few months wo 
can handle ourselves" from De- 
fense Department funds. 


The C5 program will begin 


mounting $30 million to $40 mil- 
lion monthly deficits late this 
year that would halt production 
if Lockheed does not get long- 
term financial help, Packard 
said. 


He said U also would be im- 


possible for Lockheed to finance 
the other three programs— ship- 
building, the Short Range At- 
tack Missile and obligations on 
the canceled Cheyenne helicop- 
ter— If the company had to wait 
three to four years for settle- 
ment of the contract disputes. 


Even military spending critics 


predicted 
Congress will ap- 


propriate most or all the extra 
money after bitter debate. 


"We'd have airframes sitting 


down there that would never bo 
completed," said Hep. Luclen 
N, Nedzi, D-Mich. "This is prob- 
ably a case where we have to 
throw good money after bad."

DA NANO, Vietnam (AP) - 


A. big U.S. Marine helicopter 
loaded with lumber and ammu- 
nition crashed and e*i«ht fire 
It it was taking off today, uA 
the charred bodies of fire Ma- 
rine* were pulled from the 
trackage. 


Five other Marines aboard 


the craft were injured. 


Witnesses said the helicopter 


tilted on Its side about 15 feet off 
the ground and crashed Into the 
wire around the helipad at the 
headquarters of (he 1st Marine 
Division's 1st Regiment, three 
miles west of Da Nang. 


The helicopter was loaded 


with supplies for observation 
posfs on mouniaintops around 
the headquarters base. The lum- 
ber was for bunker frames. 


The crash touched off ammu- 


nition aboard the craft, and 
flares and bullets flew about the 
area. MPs kept spectators away 
as Marine firemen extinguished 
the flames. 


Investigators were studying 


the possibility that the big twin- 
rotor helicopter was over loaded. 


The U.S. Command said five 


other Americans were wounded 
when 
two Army helicopters 


were shot down and destroyed 
in Phuoc Long Province Sunday 
and Monday. The losses an- 
nounced today brought the num- 
ber of helicopters reported lost 
to 3,444 since Jan. 1, 1961. 


Little ground action was re- 


ported across South Vietnam. 


Sixteen U.S. Marines were re- 


ported wounded by North Viet- 
namese who hurled hand gre- 
nades into two night defensive 
positions about five miles apart 
southeast of Da Nang. The Ma- 
rines said they killed at least 
one of the attackers.

Foreign Aid 
to Undergo 
Big Change

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
After 


22 years of operation, punctuat- 
ed by periodic shakeups, the 
U.S. foreign aid program is fac- 
ing the most radical reorganiza- 
tion In its history. 


In line with a presidential 


task 
force's 
recommendation 


for dramatic reforms, President 
Nixon has promised a "new ap- 
proach" to foreign assistance. 


The 
White House fight 
for 


overseas assistance funds has 
Krown far more difficult in re- 
cent years with many congress- 
men seeking to cut U.S. costs 
and involvement abroad. Nixon 
obviously 
hopes the new ap- 


proach will make the whole for- 
eign assistance establishment 
more acceptable on Capitol Hill. 


The President won't send his 


final recommendations to Con- 
gress until next January, but of- 
ficials feel the broad outline of 
Ills final proposals was set out 
in the report issued last week- 
end by the task force headed by 
lormer Bank of America Presi- 
dent Rudolph A. Peterson. 


The Peterson report, highly 


praised by Nixon, calls for dis- 
membering tne present foreign 
assistance 
organization, 
the 


Agency for International Devel- 
opment, and scattering its func- 
tions among five new or reor- 
ganized division. 


The report also called for 


greater emphasis on interna- 
tional 
cooperation, increased 


use of international agencies 
and more resjwnsibllity by tin- 
derdevelo|ied nations for plan- 
ning and administering aid pro- 
grams. 


At present, aid is the product 


of a frequently reformed system

tional Front for Liberation and 
the 
Provisional Revolutionary 


Government of South Vietnam, 
on the basis of its principles and 
content, the parties shall reach 
understanding (o the effect of 
concluding agreements on the 
relevant questions with a view 
to bringing the war in South 
Vietnam to an end, and contrib- 
uting to restore peace in Viet- 
nam." 


Asked In person to amplify his 


response about cease-fire terms 
to clarify the matter for foreign 
readers, he said: 


"The main thing Is that such 


an agreement must provide for 
the withdrawal of all American 
troops and for the right of the 
South Vietnamese to settle their 
problems 
among themselves. 


That means recognition of the 
Independence and sovereignty 
of South Vietnam." 


The Foreign Ministry spokes- 


man discussed cease-fire terms 
after the Interview with the vice 
premier hail been published In 
the United States. Some head- 
lines in American newspapers 
described the Interview as Com- 
munist insistence on an Ameri- 
can pull-out before peace Is pos- 
sible In Vietnam.

Acute Pancreatitis 


Is Medical Emergency

Q—What arc the symptoms 
no drugs except pain killers. 
Glycopyrrolate (R o b i n u 1) 
may be taken as long as your 
doctor thinks you need it but 
it should not be taken by any- 
one who has glaucoma, blad- 
der disease, obstruction of 
the inlet or outlet of the 
stomach or an enlarged pros- 
tate. Pancreatic transplants 
have been used in the treat- 
ment of diabetes but are still 
considered experimental. 


Q—What causes cancer of 


the pancreas? How can it be 
controlled? 


A—Although the cause of 


cancer of the pancfeas is an- 
known, diabetes appears to 
be a predisposing factor. The 
only effective treatment is 
e a r l y recognition and re- 
moval of the tumor. 


Q—Is it abnormal to have 


a discharge of pus from the 
navel? 


A—Yes. Pus is always an 


indication of an acute or 
chronic infection.

A—Acute pancreatitis is 


characterized by severe pain 
in the upper abdomen, nau- 
sea,

creatitis are milder and in- 
termittent. V a r i o u s tests 
may be made to rule out 
other causes of abdominal 
pain, but an increase in the 
serum amylase (a pancre- 
atic -.e^^meJ/^-JaveJ; in 4be- 
'blpod is the best evidence of 
this disease. 


A gallstone attack or a 


mild jaundice may precede 
acute pancreatitis in some 
patients. Other causative fac- 
tors include peptic ulcer, 
pregnancy and mumps. 


Q—What can be done to 


avoid attacks of acute pan- 
creatitis? Can Robtnul be 
taken indefinitely for this 
purpose? Can a healthly pan- 
creas from a cadaver be 
transplanted to replace a 
diseased one? 


A—Persons who are sub- 


ject to attacks of pancreati- 
tis should avoid alcohol and 
eat a high protein diet — 
about 145 grams of protein 
instead of the normal daily 
intake of 80 grains. The 
normal fat intake (80 grams I 
and a carbohydrate intake 
limited to 360 grams would 
complete the requirements 
for 2.800 calories.
